agriculture oommittee. Although it 
was by the narrow majority of one 
vote that the advocates won, the 
latter regarded it as a test of sen- 
timent and claimed that additions 
would even be made to their ranks.

were opposing the legislation. 

Increase In Lobbyists. 

Supporting a suggestion by Sena- 
tor Kenyon that the “lobbyists” 
should be required to register, Sen- 
ator Walsh, democrat,.

Eight days 
down the Missinabi ‘their dogs be- 
gan to show signe of fatigue, and 
men were sent back to Moose Fac- 
tory for others. They were well 
provisioned and Moose meat formed 
a part of their datly ration.

Sunday Movies 
Are Advocated 
By Mayor Key 


Sunday Afternoon Enter- 
tainments, With Proper 
Restrictions, Badly Need- 
ed in Atlanta, Says Ex- 
ecutive. 


That Sunday afternoon is the most 
dangerous of times for the young 
manhood and young womanhood of 
Atlanta, was the assertion of Mayor 
Key in his address Tuesday after- 
noon, urging the adoption of Sunday 
movies at the Auditorium, before a 
gathering of ministers in the T. M. 
C. A. auditorium. 

Representatives of the Atlanta 
Evangélical Ministers’ association. 
the committee on church co-opera- 
tion and the Christian council, be- 
fore whom the address was made. 
will discuss the mayor’s address at 
meetings to be held in the near 
future. 

“I am sure.“ said the mayor, that 
no minister familiar with conditions 
in Atlanta Sunday afternoons, when 
there are no places of legitimate 
amusement open to the youth of 
the city, would vote against Sunday 
movies. 

“There is a great deal of prejudice 
to be overcome in advocating this 
matter.“ the mayor continued. 
“This prejudice is largely due to a 
lack of understanding of the social 
and human injustice perpetrated in 
Atlanta under present conditions.” 

Legitimate Purpose. 

Mayor Key asserted that the re- 
cent attempt to open the Howard 
theater on a Sunday several weeks 
ago, was made for a proper and 
legitimate purpose. 

He explained that opposition to 
this performance, which would have 
béen for the benefit of Atlanta's 
poor, was based upon a city ordi- 
nance adopted several years ago 
prohibiting Sunday moving pictures 
upon the grounds that whereas 
moving picture establishments then 
operated ostensibly for the benefit 
of certain charities, these charities, in 
fact, réceived very little of the pro- 
ceeds of the Sunday afternoon enter- 
tainment. \ 

He stated that the ordinance en- 
acted to suppress commercialization 
of the Sunday moving pictures in the 
guise of charity, had been all that 
prevented the opening of the How 
ard theater for the purpose stated. 

Mayor Key said that the ministers 
of the city had been unfair in their 
attitude to the recent proposal to 
hold Sunday afternoon’ entertain- 
ments at the Auditorium, in not 
Klving the matter proper considera- 
tion before announcing themselves 
as opposed to it. „ 

Taking Wrong Attitude. 

“If the preachers of the city can- 
not find anything bigger to jump on 
than little Sunday afternoon enter- 
tainments at the Auditorium,” 
Mayor Key declared, “they are tak-

THE TROUBLE MAKERS. 
That the better sentiment among

Lincoln Industrial college, Jack- 
sonville, Fla., in connection with 
the current congressional “inves- 
tigation” into the recent election 
troubles in his staté. 

The “investigation” by a con- 
gressional committee was inspired 
by charges that negroes in Florida 
were denied the privilege of voting 
in the last general election— 
charges which the head of the 
Florida negro college declares 
emanated from sources inimical 
to the best interests of the colored 
race. 

In a communication to The Con- 
stitution this negro educator calls 
attention to, and reiterates the sen- 
timent expressed in, a letter writ- 
ten by him and published recently 


sonville, the substance of which 
was as follows: 


Jam voleing the sentiment of 
the leading negroes of Jacksonville 
and the state of Florida in saying 
the colored people are in a progres- 
sive condition in this state. The 
Hon. Mayor Martin and his asso- 
ciliates have labored to give the col- 
ored people an impartial adminis- 
tration. On the day of the election, 
November 2, several thousand men 
and women crowded the polls and 
the authorities worked like Trojans 
to vote every man and woman. We 
do not indorse the wholesale perse- 
cution that is being hurled against 
Florida and the southern states. It 
seems more like a political aim to 
breed discord and strife between 
the races and every loyal man and 
woman should rise up and condemn 
these misrepresentations. The south- 
ern white people have always 
proven great friends to the negro. 

“When we came out of bondage 
57 years ago we fell into the hands 
of southern white people. We have 
worked and lived together and the 
colored people of the south are bet- 
ter educated, own more farms, are 
better trained and in ‘a. more pro- 
gressive condition than ever before. 
We have benefited as much under 
the democratio administration as 
we have under the republican. For 
thirty years I traveled north and 
south as.a minister, presiding elder, 
educated at Paine college, Augusta, 
A. M. E. church. I know the south- 
ern white people. They are doing 
their best on all lines. With the 
best colored and white we, there- 
fore, say to those who are causing 
discord and strife: Let us alone. 
God and good men will settle our 
affairs. We are not seeking social 
equality. All we want is justice, 
right and truth. We expect to live 
and die in Dixieland. Get out of 
our sunshine and leave us alone. 
We hereby take our stand for the 


gouthern people.’ 

An ounce of such sentiment as 
that is of more value to the negro 
race than tons of propaganda cal-. 
culated to inspire ‘discontent. and 
distrust in the heart of the colored 
man; and, reciprocated as it is by 
che well-meaning and right-think- 
ing white people of the south, it 
does more to imppove relation- 
ships between the two races than 
could be done by any number of 
lynchings and all manner of in- 
timidation. 

Let the negro of the south give 
the agitator of the north to under- 
stand that he can look for no sym- 
pathy down here, and that the 
southern negro can be entrusted to 
work out his own destiny in his 
own way, with the sympathetic 
co-eperation of the southern white 
man who knows his peculiarities 
and understands him, and the so- 
called “race problem” will soon 
cease to exist.

Washington, January 11.—(Spe- 
clal.)— Next Sunday, January 16, 
will be the anniversary of the first 
year of constitutional nation-wide 
prohibition. 

There are very acute differences 
of opinion as to whether the 
eighteenth amendment has “made 
good” thus far or not; particularly 
as to whether the enforcement act 
has proven a success, counting all 
the extenuating features of an “ex- 
perimental stage“ 

And yet there is not one person 
in a thousand, even in old wet cen- 
ters like New York, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and New Orleans, who favor 
or would vote to return to the 
open-saloon system. : 

It is my purpose to discuss in 
next Sunday’s Constitution fully, 
impartially and, I hope, instructive- 
ly, “the first year of constitution- 


} al prohibition.” 


In the meantime permit me to say. 
a word about all of this hullabaloo 
about “blue Sundays.” This whole 
agitation has reminded me of a 
tempest in a teapot, accentuated, as 
it has been, by motion picture pro- 
ducers who have carried on a need- 
less screen propaganda in antag- 
onism to a “purpose” that does not 


in reality exist.

There is no national Sunday bill 
pending in congress, nor has any 
proposed national Sunday bill re- 
ceived the indorsement of any re- 
form society. The only Sunday bill 
pending is one that has been be- 
fore congress for thirty-two years 
for the city of Washington, its own 
affair, and which is in full charge 
of a local society. And it is by no 
means “blue” or “Puritanic,” but a 
milder bill than the average Sun- 
day law in force in forty-seven 
state. 

A national Sunday bill was ap- 
proved by several Methodist con- 
ferences of the south, where a more 
American population generally ob- 
serves the American Sabbath.

American Anti-Saloon league, all 
of which have been charged with

The hue and cry about a conspir- 
acy to enact a national “blue law,” 


in which almost the whole press 


jeined, has been, therefore, the

The paper is owned by the Ken- 
tucky Baptist convention. 


Lived Here Twelve Years. 


Dr. Masters has lived in Atlanta 
for twelve years. Whén he came 
here to assume the editorial secre- 
taryship of the Home board he au- 
tomatically became the editor of 
The Home Mission “Field, the pub- 
lication of the home board. Some 
years later this magazine was 
1 erged with The Foreign Mission 
Journal and is now published in 
Nashville, Tenn., as the Home and 
Foreign Fields. But the editorship 
of this magazine has been one of 
the lesser phases of the work. of 
Dr. Masters since coming to At- 
lanta. He has edited all of the lit- 
erature of the home board, which 
has amounted to literally millions 
of pages of tracts and special ar- 
ticles for the religious and secular 
press. 

Dr. Masters is the author of a 
number of books, but there are six 
books from his pen which have been 
especially popular as mission study 
books and as discussions of the 
practical — of Christianity. 
These books are: “The Home Mis- 
sion Task,” “Baptist Home Mis- 
sions,” “Missions in the South,“ 
„The Country Church in the South,“ 
“The Call of the South,” Making 
America Christian.” The last named 
book is just from the press and 
promises to be one of the most 
widely read publications of the 
year, as it discusses the present 
social unrest and its cure.

Pocahontas, Va. He is a graduate 
‘of Furman University, S. C., and 
of the Southern Baptist Theolog- 
ical seminary, Louisville, Ky.

The meeting of the union heads 
and the railroad officials last night 
was called at the instance of the 
union men, and the railroad officials 
attended the conference by request. 

In a statement following the 
meeting Vice President Curtis, of 
the Conductors’ union, declared that

Washington, January 11.—There 
are distinct cross currents of opin- 
ion as to President-elect Harding’s 
action in calling off all inaugural 
ceremonials. 
weeks ago before the committees 
had completed all the festival plans, 
at great expense, and before the 
lumber was actually on the ground 
for parade stands and so on, and 
particularly before hundreds of 
women had ordered and in many in- 
stances, paid for their inaugural 
gowns, the action would have been 
hailed with general approval. Com- 
ing at this-late hour, however, after 
having himself appointed his in- 
augural committee, with full details 
of elaborate ceremonials submitted 
ee approved by him, the action is 
I perhaps too generally accepted as 
an evidence of either demageging or 
a lack of that executive firmness 
that presages well for a national 
administration. 

The inside facts about the mat- 
ter have not been published and in 
reality show the president-elect to 
have more genuine grit than has 
been by common consent accorded 
‘to him. His action was taken, ac- 
cording to these inside tips, as a

Change of Conditions

Chicago, January 11.—Change in 
operating conditions from those 
which prevailed during government

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WASHINGTON FIRE 
LOSS UNKNOWN 
TO GOVERNMENT 


Washington. January 1®—Govern- 
ment officials still were at sea to- 
day in attempting to estimate the 
loss resulting from a fire in the 
Depai:ment of Commerce building 
last night, which destroyed many 
of the original records of every cen- 


sus taken since the first in 1790, 
except that of 1920. In addition to 
the damage by fire the records to- 
dav were submerged in water 
thrown into the basement of the 
building by more than twenty lines 
of fire horse which finally brought 
the conflagration under control.

Francis H. Sisson, New 
Vork Banker, Thinks 
Critical Period of Post- 
War Adjustments Has 
Passed. 


New York, January 11.—The 
United States has passed through 
the most critical of its post-war re- 
adjustments, although many more 
must be made, \Francis H. Sisson, 
New York bankér, declared at the 
annual dinner of the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce 
here tonight. There is ample 
round, he said, “for believing that 
we shall reach a relatively stable 
condition in this country in the very 
near future.” 

“The adichtment of production 
costs will involve, and in fact will 
consist.“ he said, “chiefly of wage 
adjustments, although increased ef- 
ficiency and decreased margins of 
profits must also play their part. As 
wages generally are reduced, of 
coursé, there will be curtailed pur- 
chasing power, but it should be re- 
membered that decreased costs of 
production will lower commodity 
prices, which will ultimately offset 
the reduced buying capacity of the 
public.” 

Mr. Sisson declared merchants 
and producers who hold their goods 
for “prices that the public will not 
Pay are courting disaster and pre- 
paring to swell the number of com- 
mercial failures.”
